“It is not our desire to deal with 
convictions of any man in the undig- 
nified manner of such comedies, nor 
is it our desire to have any of our 
own beliefs advanced through such 
a medium, Recognizing a 
justice in your position from the 
standpoint of the general public, we 
wish to make it very clear that the 
exhidition of the picture in ques- 
tion does not in any sense reflect 
our attitude towards the public nor 
our position on the subject 
with. 

“It is our hope that you, and oth- 
er members of the Christian coun- 
ci] will feel free at all times to 
discuss with us any problems or 
plans affecting the motion pic- 
ture industry in this community. 

“It is our earnest hope to bring 
motion pictures to that point where 
they may make a wholesome con- 
tribution to the life of a communi- 
ty rather than jeopardize any phase 
of that life. With this end in view 
your suggestions and co-operation 
will be welcomed by us at all times.” 

Such a letter from this source is 
more than gratifying to the com- 
mittee. It indicates what may be 
accomplished by the spirit of co- 
operation. 

Not only will this attitude on the 
part of those controlling so many 
motion picture houses accomplish 
good in the tvpe of pictures shown 
where the public is concerned, but 
it will also, we are confident, be 
financially profitable to the pro- 
ducers and managers. Those for 
whom the committee on church co- 
operation speaks will recognize the 
obligation resting upon them to 
give their support to those houses

Stewart, of Indianapolis, at the 
state fair yesterday, police tight- 
ened the coils around the Bloom- 
ington, Ind., concession man. 

Several eye-witnesses appeared 
before the grand jury and positively 
identified Bellmyer as the man 
Who shot Puckett, while holding 
the high-powered gun under his 
arm-pit, the two bullets passing 
through his body and killing Stew- 
art, who stood nearby. 

Mrs. W. C. Puckett, widow of the 
slain concession man, arrived from 
Atlanta this morning, appeared be- 
fore the Davidson county grand 
jury, secured a local attorney to as- 
sist in the prosecution and made 
arrangements for return of her 
husband’s body to Atlanta. She 
left on an early train for her home. 
Despite the shock of the tragedy, 
Mrs. Puckett bore up bravely 
through the ordeal. 

Police regard Bellmyer as _ one 
of the coolest and shrewdest pris- 
oners they have grilled in years. 
He failed to break down under an 
incessant volley of questions and 
though harassed and weary from 
sleep, continued to avoid 
entangling himself. 

“If you will be sensible and take 
a statement I will five you one,” 
he told detectives, “hut as long as 
you try to worry mel wiil wive you 
a silly answer to every question.” 
And he did. 

Damaging evidence was given by 
a chauffeur who carried Bellmyer 
his companion to a boarding 


He was so suspicious of 
the two that he confided his fears 
to deputies. They lost the pair in 
the huge crowd. 

“IT don’t believe you have nerve 
enough to do it,” the chauffeur told 
detectives he heard Bellmyer'’s com- 
panion say. 

It developed today that Bellmyer 
was indebted to Puckett for $1,000 


and that the Atlantan had planned; 


to follow the prisoner to coming 
fair dates in an effort to collect the 
money. Eye-witnesses today told 
officers that while Puckett and 
Stewart were in the rear of the 
lunch stand operated by Bellmyer, 
conversing, that Bellmyer, with 
crossed arms, fired, shielding the 
weapon against his breast. He then 
grabbed a rag and plate and began 
industriously wiping it. 

“What was all tnac shooting?” 
Bellmyer is reported to have ask- 
ed. When told @ man was shot 
he leaped over the counter rail and 
was in the act of placing a canvas 
under Puckett’s head when arrest- 
ed. “I not only didn’t kill him,” 
Bellmyer insisted today, ‘“‘but if 
they ever let me out and I found 
out who killed him I will kill the 
murderer myself. Pucket -was the 
best friend I had and the whitest 
man I ever knew.” 


BODY BROUGHT 
TO ATLANTA. 

Mr. Puckett was well known in 
Atlanta, where he was for four 
years superintendent of concessions 
at Lakewood park. He was for 
twelve years chief investigator of 
the city of Atlanta, in the office 
of James L. Mayson, city attor- 
ney. He had acted as secretary of 
the Georgia Federation of Labor, 
with headquarters in Atlanta. He 
was later a secretary of the South- 
ern Labor congress. 

Mr. Puckett was a member of 
local No. 925, Brotgerhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen and was a member 
of Mohawk Tribe of Red Men. The 
body was brought to the city Friday 
night by one of his eons, Reid 
Puckett, and was taken to_ the 
home. Funeral services will be 
held Sunday.

It is declared by the dispatch that 
this practice “appears to have been 
grossly imprudent, as ammonia 
compounds are most unstable, and 
the properties of the new prepara- 
tion thus far are poorly defined. 

Deflagration of the nitro-sulphate 
is declared to have 
caused the explosion of other am- 
monia products, and then several 
fasometers, one of which of 50,900 
cubic meters capacity, let a Thies 
large gasometer containe lignite 
gas, which was used as the motive 
power of the factory. The plant 
also contained a quantity of liquid 
air in tubes, which added to thea 
power of the explosion, and would 
tend to explain the extent and ex- 
ceptional character of the disaster.
